2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-1 1 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a NSAJD 
compound linked to a sugar. 

US '738 teaches a pharmaceutical composition comprising NSAID and hygroscopic sugar such as sucrose to enhance redispesion of 
NS AID particle to gastric fluid. Since NSAID particles are coated before sugar is added, it is not obvious that the simple dissolution 
of sugar makes the linkage to NSAID coated particle. Thus, the claimed subject matter is considered to be novel over the prior art of 
the record. 



Claims 1-11 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus the claimed invention has industrial applicability because the 
subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
